London, June 7— Victories of French 
and British forces over the Germans 
on the battlefield north of Arras and 
of the allied troops on the Gallipoli 
peninsula, 
aided 
by 
the 
combined 
fleets, were announced by the French 
war office. 
These 
triumphs are of great im­ 
portance, especially 
the 
success of 
the troops fighting to reduce the for­ 
tifications at tile Dardanelles. 
The Anglo-French armies made an 
attack in tull force against the Turk 
ish positions on Friday. As the sol 
fliers 
advanced to the 
assault the 
fleets opened a terrific bombardment 
of the sultan’* fort*. The fighting de 
monstrated the great superiority of 
the artillery of the allies over that of 
the Turks. 
The losses of the Ottoman armies 
was enormous. At the close of the bat 
tie the British had captured two of 
the Turkish trenches, gaining a quar 
ter of a mile, and the French had 
taken one trench. 
On the battle ground in France, all 
♦he way from Ablain to Neuville, the 
Germans delivered a frantic onslaught 
to 
regain 
the 
terrain lost to the 
French in the last few week*. Great 
bodies of 
fresh infantry were sent 
forward 
under 
cover of darkness, 
while the kaiser’s 
artillery 
turned 
loose a rain of shells on the French. 
In spite of the violence of the Ger 
man aggressive and the great number 
of soldiers sacrificed, the French held 
all their positions, smothered the of 
tensive of their foes and. in addition, 
drove the Invaders from several trench 
lines between the highways leading 
from Aix-Noulette and Souchez and 
(atween Ablain and Souchez. 
Five times the German commander* 
sent their infantry to almost certain 
death on the front east of La Cfia 
peTle de Loretto, and five times they 
were driven back by the French. Th* 
French war office statement on tha 
fighting in France says: 
“ In the region to the north of Arras 
the enemy undertook a very violent 
effort to recapture the positions which 
he bad lost recently. The whole of the 
front 
from Ablain to Neuville, and 
particularly the sugar refinery at Sou 
chez, underwent a bombardment al­ 
most continually, to which our artll 
lory replied energetically. 
"Five fferman counter attack* were 
launched on the slope east of La f’ha 
pelle de I/orette. The counter attack* 
have been Incessant iii the wood to 
the east of the road from Aix-Noulette 
to Couchez. 
’The German offensive was over­ 
whelmed everywhere and

Between 
the Aix-Noulette Souchez road and the 
A blain-Bouche! road we took several 
trenches of the enemy, in which we 
made about thirty prisoners.” 


The Dardanelles Victory.

victory at the Dardanelles says;

Having On* of Thom Mad* Is a Mighty 
Disagreeable Proc***. 
Tertial* nothing can !>e Imagined 
mon* disagreeable I ban the proc**** of 
taking h planter impression of the fee- 
turf** 
The person 
whose face is to be 
“taken’’ I* placed flat upon hi* hark. 
hi* hair smoothed back with pomatum 
to prevent it covering any part of the 
face, and a conical piece of pnj>cr. a 
straw or a quill put in each nostril to 
breathe through. 
The *, in and mouth 
are then dotted, and Pie entire far# 
completely and carefn I;, covered with 
salad oil. 
The plaster, mixed to a proper con­ 
sistency, ta then poured over the fea­ 
tures to the thickness of o n eqnarter 
or one half Inch. 
In three fir four minute* this plaster 
can t*e taken off ss if It were ii film, 
but they are very long minutes. 
The 
victim must not sneeze, «mi'*». rough 
or otherwise move a muscle, or the 
whole process will have to tie repented. 
When a cast of the entire head s r of 
the whole human figure I* seq af red, 
either a cast of the face Is add**! to a 
mas* of clay w hich I* to lie tnodejed to 
the entire figure, or the whole figure 
Is modeled from firs wing* prepared fur 
the purpose. 
Thia is the work of the 
sculptor. 
When the clay model ta finished a 
mould is made from lf. 
A thin ridge 
of cloy I* laid along the figure from the 
bend to the base, and the front is flrst 
completed up to the ridge by filling up 
file depressions tiro fir three ln< bt* 
deep. 
The ridge of clay Is now removed, 
the edge* of the plaster are oiled, and 
the other half is done In a similar w ny. 
The two halves are then tied together 
with cords, and the plaster poured fit.
